While the vlllugo board members 
were conducting their none to peace- 
ful deliberations j-egarding the po- 
lice situation hero Monday night, a 
telephone call from one A. B. John- 
son carried crlap Information to the 
ear of Alderman Jim Stearns to the 
effect that a radio In the honie of 
J. H. McVey was disturbing the quiet 
and trannulllty of the neighborhood 
in the vicinity of 795 N. Moln street. 

McVey, retired hotel keeper, and 
an ardent radio fan, owns his own 
home, pays his taxes on It and no 
doubt considers his home as his 
castle. There Is little doubt that 
McVey feels he is acting entirely 
within hlfl rights by turning on his 
radio if, as and wlien ho feels so in- 
clined. • Johnson, however, has a 
widely different opinion from that of 
his neighbor McVey regarding the 
time when one should listen to the 
soothing strains of a radio orchestra, 
and 10:30 at night is not the proper 
time, according to Johnson— hence 
his emphatic complaint to the vil- 
lage board. 

Johnson, who recently financed a 
business that Is being conducted in 
his building at 805 Main street, 
and upon. which he Is keeping a most 
watchful eye, finds all his wakeful 
hours fully occupied, and If he Is to 
pilot his business successfully 
through the depression, he just. must 
have his sleep. Thus It was that" 
Neighbor McVey'a radio proved too 
much for his Jangled nerves. 

Alderman Stearns relayed John- 
son's complaint to the village board, 
which was advised by Village Attor- 
ney Uunyard that the complaint '

Auto Accident 
Proves Fatal To 
Lake Villa Man 

Death came to Vincent SaunarU, 
-(3, of Route 2, Lake Villa, Saturday, 
May 26, wheri the car which ho was 
driving crashed headlong Into a truck 
operniod by John Taylor, driver fo*- 
the Chicago North Shore Fast Freight 
Trucking Co., west of North Chlcag.i. 

The fatal accident occurred when 
Saunarls passed a milk truck driven 
by Edward Cooke going south on 
.Morrow avenue near North Chicago 
and crashed Into Taylor's truck, com- 
ing north. 

Saunarls was thrown clear of his 
machine, which was almost complete- 
ly demolished. He was taken to Vic- 
tory Memorial Hospital, where ho 
died a few hours later. Taylor, who 
suffered a slight scalp wound, was 
absolved of bltitne at the Inquest after 
testimony given by Cooke showing 
that Saunarls was on the wrong side 
of the road when he crashed Into 
the truck. 

Funeral services were held May 
28 from the Jucus home. Lake Villa, 
and burial was In the Ascension 
cemetery. One sister, Mrs. John 
Jucus, Lake Villa, with whom ho, re-

Those seiected will, 
after enlistment, be transferred to 
the Naval Training Station ot Hamp- 
ton noads^ VirislnlQ. for twelve weeks 
of training before being aenl aboard 
ships of the Fleet for duty.

The water level, which is from 
eight to 'twelve Inches lower than 
normal. Is endangering navigation, 
according to Ray Pregenzer, Grass 
Lake hotel owner and sportsman. 
Large motor launches able to. carry 
about sixty passengers, now are ex- 
periencing difficulty In traversing the 
channels, Pregenzer said, and a 
further drop In the water level would 
tie them up. 

An Inspection tour of the Chain- 
o*-Lakes will be conducted by EInar 
Soronson tomorrow morning starting 
at 10 o'clock. He will be accompan- 
ied by Walter Smith, Jr., District 
Engineer of tho Waterways Division; 
Represontulive Thoni(as y\^ Bolgor; 
Supervisor William A. Rosing; and 
Supervisor Homer Cook of Waucon- 
da. 

Sorenson received his appoint- 
ment as Waterways Inspector In 
Lake County frogn Governor Horner 
a short time ago and took over the 
duties June 1. 

Favor Canal Project 

A project long dreamed of by lake 
resorters concerning a canal connec- 
tion between Jie Fox River and Lake 
Michigan at a point south of ZIon, 
appears In a particularly feasible 
light at this time In view of the lack 
of sufficient rainfall. 

Members oC the Legislature and 
engineers have approved of the proj- 
ect and win advocate It as soon aa 
improved financial conditions admit, 
according to Pregenzer. Such a 
canal would provide a water connec- 
tion between Chicago and the west- 
ern Lake County lake region, thus 
enhancing the value of the region as 
a Chicago playground. 

Only tho upper Fox River is navi- 
gable from tho dams at McHeury 
north Into Kenosha County, Wis., at 
present. Further Improvement of tho 
lower part of the river is being agi- 
tated, with a possibility of state or 
federal aid.

IS SUICIDE: SHOT 
SELF WITH RIFLE 



Domestic Troubles Believed 

Cause; Wife and Three 

Children Had Left 

Mlllburn residents were shocked 
last week to learn of the suicide of 
Carl Johnson, farmer residing on the 
Beck road west of Mlllburn. 

Johnson was found shot to death 
early last Thursday morning In his 
fonmyard by R, B. Miller, dairy truck 
driver, who regularly calls on the 
farmers In the Mlllbuni vicinity each 
morning to pick up the milk. 

Domestic trouble and a particularly 
violent quarrel with his wife result- 
ing in her leaving him and taking the 
throe children are considered the 
cause of his taking his life. He was 
seen about the place tho morning be- 
fore, by Miller, but Thursday morn- 
ing was found dead, lying on his 
back, his legs crossed and hands 
folded across the chest, and a .22 
caliber rifle bullet wound found In 
his mouth. 

His death was attributed to loss 
of blood rather than from tho ahock 
of the shot, according to Chief Dop- 
uty;.Sheriff Thomas .B. Kennedy. 

Johnson had been shipping four 
canti^of milk a day and was buying 
hla ^farm. This fact led authorities 
to. believe that domestic rather than 
financial dltlieuUIes were responslblr 
for his act. 

A verdict of suicide was returned 
by Ihe coroner's Jury at the Inquest 
held Friday nVurulufi.

The national debt of the country has advanced m 
five years from 111.000,000.000 to 150.000,000.000 
lire. And whereas in 1928 the national budget was m 
excellent shape with income 550.000,000 over and 
above expenses, the 1953 budget revealed a deficit ot 
5.663,000,000 lire. 

In other words, the country has to do as one man 
says; and his orders are plunging the nation into a 
morass of debt instead of bringing it to a balanced 
economy." Instead of a permanent restoration ot 
Italian prosperity, the country is evadmg actual bank- 
ruptcy merely by mortgaging an uncertain future. 

In the United States, as in Italy, we must learn 
that a country cannot spend itself into prosperity; that 
bureaucracy is a sorry substitute for strong and free 
self-government.

Men 
atf^cmpt to evade the csommonplace category where 
they are on a par with other men, and seek a reahn 
where they can dominate cither by superiority or 
blutfing. 

The next time you have a quaking feeling in your 
boots at the presence of some personality, whether 
president of the United States or a lowly bootblack, 
just remember that we arc all brothers in that great 
fraternity, "The Waterloo."

Illinois 'nihorculoslfl Association has 
Issued a warning against patent 
medicines and other nostrums alleged 
to 1>o Bpecillcs for consumption, 

"Although tuborcnloHls can bo 
cured by assisting Nature to ovor- 
como It through rest, fresh air and 
nourishing food, medical science has 
not yet discovered any drug or chem- 
ical which will cure the disease," the 
association states. 

Many persons believe that for 
every ailment there Is a remedy 
which comes In a bottle, and that a 
cure will be elTecled if the Individ- 
hal can only locate the right bottle. 
tlie tuberculosis association points 
out. Added to this Is the fact that 
tho present regimen of troatmont re- 
aulres a considerable length of time, 
and tuberculous patlGUts endeavoring 
to And a short cut become victims 
of "guaranteed remedy" vendors. 

"Tho files of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association contain informa- 
tion about hundred of fake cures, 
ranging from magnetic belts to Iti- 
halators. None has, proved of value 
in the treatment of tuberculosis, j 
Investigation of testimonials from, 
persons said to have been benellted ' 
by these nostrums shows that many 
were dead even before the testimon- 
ials were published," according to 
the association. 

Those who suspect they may have 
tuberculosis are advised to go to a 
reputable physician for diagnosis and 
if tho disease Is discovered, follow 
his f'Tiiggestlons. Physicians some- 
times prescribe medicines to relieve 
cough or fever, but in doing so never 
claim they are administering a dell- 
nlte cure.
